KRON, May 9.—Sales

Outputs by several of the big 
companies equaled, if they did not 
Surpass, the high records reached 
in March. A recession in the in- 
dustry has been expected in some; 
quarters, in view of the rapid pace 
maintained during the first quar- 
ter of the year, but so far there | 
have been no signs of much cur- 
tailment. Schedules to be followed 
by most rubber manufacturers early 
in May call for continued heavy 
production. Factory operations are 
being maintained close to capacity.

Washington, May 9.—The an- 
nual convention of the American 
Automobile Association to be held 
in Philadelphia June 16 and 17, 
will break all records for attend- 
ance, it was predicted in a state- 
ment issued today by the national 
headquarters of the organization. 
While the sessions of the conven- | 
tion will be held at the Ritz-Carlton, | 
the four A. A. A. clubs operating in 
Philadelphia will act as hosts. These 
units include the Automobile Club 
of Philadelphia, the Knights of Co- 
lumbus Automobile Club, Pelham 
Automobile Club and the Philadel- 
phia Auto Trade Association.

Tire sales in Chile are reported 
satisfactory for this time of year, 
while importing houses report a 
brisk movement of all types of 
motor vehicles. Imports of tires 
in Brazil declined somewhat last 
month, but this slowness was due 
to stocking prior to increased im- 
port duties. 

The new British import duty of 
22 2-9 per cent. on Canadian-made 
tires, instead of free as heretofore, 
is expected to reduce exports from 
Canada.
